ON  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


A*  we  have  in  all  previous  history  found 
the  growth  of  libraries  nlwny*  in  tho  line 
of  advancing  civiliiation,  to  in  our  own 
day  we  find  them  present  and  steadily  In¬ 
creasing  at  all  the  great  centres  of  influ¬ 
ence  and  power. ' 

Italy,  which  has  for  more  than  two 
thousand  years  played  to  prominent  a  part 
in  history,  is  peculiarly  rich  in  libraries. 
They  *re,  however,  greatly  deficient  in 
modern  work-*,  except  auch  as  relate  to 
the  theology  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church.  I  can  only  allude  to  some  of  the 
more  prominent  among  them.  In  Rome 
there  are  several  remarkable  libraries  be¬ 
sides  the  Vatican.  The  Barberini  Collec¬ 
tion  baa  about  40,000  printed  volumes  and 
7,000  MB8.  The  Cansanata  Library, 
named  from  its  donor,  Cardinal  Canaatc, 
is  in  the  Dominican  Convent  in  the  Piaxu 
della  Minerva,  and  has  more  than  200,000 
volumes.  The  Angelica  Library  contains 
more  than  84,000  volumes  and  about  4,000 
MSS.  The  Alexandrine  Library  contains 
about  80,000  volume*  and  8,000  MSS. 
Tbe  Corsini  Library  has  about  90,000  vol¬ 
umes,  8,-  00  MSS.,  and  00,000  engravings. 
The  Franciscan  Library  has  between  40,- 
000  and  50,000  volumes.  Tbe  Lanciaian* 
Library  has  from  80,000  to  40,000.  The 
Library  of  tbe  Roman  College  is  said  to 
coulaiu  <0,000  volumes.  The  Library  ol 
the  Oratory  ia  chiefly  remarkable  for  ita 
MSS. 

The  Ambrosian  Library  at  Milan,  which 
waa  founded  by  Cardinal  Fedcrigo  Bor- 
romeo,  nephew  of  St.  Charles  Borromeo, 
possesses  about  80,000  printed  volumes 
and  5,500  MSS.  The  Berra  Library  con¬ 
tains  about  183,000  volumes  and  1,000 
MSS. 

Tbe  Library  of  Bologua  ia  especially 
rich  iu  Oricolal  MSS.  There  are  650  ol 
Arabic  alone.  It  contains  about  105,000 
volumes  and  0,000  MSS.  Tbe  celebrated 
Mezzofanti  waa  for  a  King  time  its  librari¬ 
an. 

The  principal  libraries  in  Florence  aie 
tbe  Lanrentian,  the  Mxgliabechiaaa,  Mau- 
rcelliasa,  the  Kiccardiana,  and  tbe  Library 
of  tbe  Belle  Arli  The  Mediceo  Laurcnti- 
an,  which  wafi  founded  by  Coamude  Medi¬ 
ci,  is  a  splendid  collection  i$T  M88.,  of 
which  there  are  about  7,000,  and  of  these 
many  are  of  great  rarity  and  value.  Mag- 
tiabeebi,  Irom  wnom  the  MigUabechian* 
is  named,  waa  a  servant  to  a  dealer  in  veg¬ 
etables,  but  raised  himself  to  the  honora¬ 
ble  position  of  librarian  to  the  Grand 
Duke  ot  Tuscany.  Ii  contains  about  140, 
000  printed  books  and  10.000  MSS.  Tb* 
Marucelbana  .ontains  83,135  volumes  and 
1,875  MSS.  Tlte  Ricardian*  baa  about  11,* 
000  volumes. 

There  are  four  public  libraries  in  Na¬ 
ples.  The  Royal  Library  contains  about 
200,000  volumes  and  4,00J  MSS.  The 
University  poasesae#  25,000.  The  Convent 
of  St  Philip  Neri  has  about  18,000.  The 
Brancacciana  contains  78,000  volumes  and 
and  about  1,000  MSS. 

The  libraries  of  Germany  are  ot  great 
extent  and  immense  value.  It  t*  imposai 
14e  at  Ibis  tins*  to  do  more  than  to  glance 
at  some  of  the  most  extensive  and  use¬ 
ful. 

The  Imperial  Library  of  Vienna  waa 
founded  in  1440,  by  the  Emperor  Frederic 
III.  It  consists  of  more  than  885,000  vol¬ 
umes  and  80,000  M8S.  The  University 
Library  of  Vienna  ranks  next^lo  the  Imper¬ 
ial  Library.  In  1848  it  contained  more 
than  120,000.  The  Royal  Library  of  Mu¬ 
nich  lathe  largest  in  Germany,  containing 
between  400,000  and  600.000  vul nines  and 
22,000  MSS.  Tho  King  of  Saxooy’a  Pub¬ 
lic  Library  nt  Dresden  contains  806,000  vol¬ 
umes  and  2,800  MSS.  Tha  Library  of 
Gottingen  coutaias  860,000  volume#  and 
8,000  MSS.  The  Royal  Library  at  Beiiia 
contains  nearly  600,000  volumes  and  10,- 
000  MSS. 

France  ia  liberally  supplied  with  libra- 
riea.  Among  tbe  moat  considerable  of 
the  provincial  libraries  are  those  ol  Straa- 
burg  with  180,000  books,  Lyons  with  120,- 
000.  Rouen  with  110,000,  Troyes  with  100,- 
000,  Aix  with  05,000,  Grenoble  and  Hus¬ 
sar*  con  each  about  80,000,  Avignon  with 
with  80,000,  Versailles  with  56.000,  Amiens 
with  53,000,  Marteillra  with  67,000,  Tou¬ 
louse,  Dijon  and  Nisroe*  each  about  50,000, 
Nantes  with  45,000,  Caen  with  40,000, 
Arras,  Douay,  Cbaumont,  Colmar,  Cam* 
i  ray,  OrUana,  Rheims,  Soisaona,  Nancy, 
Beaune  and  Montpellier  each  from  80,000 
to  23,000.  Those  ol  the  capital,  besides 
the  Bibliothrque  Imperials,  are  the  Maza¬ 
rine  wtrh  182,000  book*  and  8,000  MSS  , 
library  ot  the  Arsenal  902,000  booka,  6,000 
MSS.,  Library  of  St  Genevieve  180,004 
books  and  8.300  MSS.,  the  City  Library 
with  85,000  volume*,  tbe  library  of  Lux- 
emhour£witb  40,000  volumes, the  Library  of 
Sorbone  with  40,000  volumes  and  1,000  MS 
S.,aad  tbe  Library  of  tha  Institute  with  a 
bout  80,000  volumes 

Bat  the  most  eplaadid  Library  la  France 
and  In  tha  world,  In  tha  Bibliotbuqm  las 
perl  file.  In  Parte.  I*  waa  founded  by  King 
John,  who  t visaed  only  from  tea  to 
twenty  volume*,  bat  waa  In  created  to  806 
by  Charles  V.  Subnequeoi  monarch*  i 
riched  the  collection,  and  echo  Urn  added 


to  it  tl^eir  private  stores.  At  the  close  of 
i lie  seventeenth  century  it  numbered  50,- 
000  printed  books  and  15,000  MS8.  In 
1784  it  had  increased  to  nearly  200,000 
volumes.  Tbia  increase  waa  checked  tor  a 
time  by  tbe  Revolution:  but,  in  1797,  an 
addition  of  500  MSB.  from  tha  Vatican  was 
made,  including  the  Inestimable  Codex 
Vsticanus.  In  1868  the  libiary  bad  in- 
creaaed  to  the  prodigious  number  of  860,- 
000  printed  volumes,  84,000  volume*  of 
M88.,  800,000  charts  and  deeds,  1,890,000 
prints  and  a  moat  perfect  collection  of 
maps,  charts.  Ao.  It  la  accessible  toall, 
and  ia  frequented  daily  by  from  800  to  400 
reader*.  It  ia  the  glory  of  France  to  have 
accumulated  tb*  largest  and  Inoat  valua¬ 
ble  library  in  the  world. 

In  the  British  tales  there  arc  many  libra¬ 
ries  of  very  great  value. 

The  Library  ol  tbe  Royal  Society  waa 
founded  in  1647.  It  contains  about  41.000 
volume*,  and  ia  peculiarly  rich  in  work* 
upon  mathemat.es  and  the  physical  acien 
ces. 

Nearly  all  of  the  cathedral*  in  England 
hsvc  libraries  of  greater  or  less  value.  The 
library  fouoded  by  Archbishop  Bancrofr, 
in  the  reign  of  James  L^.  and  which  waa 
placed,  until  recently,  in  Lambath  Palace, 
now  iccupies  a  noble  ^hall  built  by  Arch- 
biahop  Juxon.  Thi*  library  contains  *- 
boot  25,000,  MSS  which  are  divided  into 
•even  seta. 

The  Bodleian  Library  waa  founded  by 
by  8ir  Thomas  Bodley  in  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth.  It  has  been  increased  by  nu¬ 
merous  and  princely  benefactions  It  is 
estimated  to  contain  upwards  of  256.000 
volumes  of  printad  booka,  and  about  92,000 
volume*  of  MSS.  It  ia  particularly  rich 
in  Oriental  MSS. 

The  British  Museum,  which  takes  the 
precedence  of  all  libraries  in  the  British 
Empire,  may  be  said  to  have  been  formed 
by  the  union  of  four  libraries.  George  IL 
conveyed  the  Royal  Library  to  the  British 
Museum.  Since  (hat  time  tbe  additions 
to  this  splendid  foundation  have  been  en¬ 
ormous.  The  buildings  alone,  since  1823 
have  cost  nearly  £700,000,  and  the  whole 
expenditure  has  been  upwards  of  £l,t00,- 
000.  The  book  ;  occupy  more  than  forty 
miles  of  shelves 

The  libraries  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  Spain, 
Portugs’,  Switzerland,  Holland,  Belgium, 
Bohemia,  Hungary,  Poland,  Russia  sod 
Turkey  are,  in  many  instances,  extensive 
and  valuable. 


THE  WITCHERY  OF  MANNERS.

Polished  manners 
have  made  scoundrels  successful,  while 
the  best  of  men  by  their  har  ness  and 
coldness  have  dona  themselves  incalcula¬ 
ble  injury — the  shell  being  so  rough  that 
the  world  could  not  believe  there  was  a 
precious  kernel  within.  Civility  is  to  a 
man  what  is  beauty  to  a  woman.  It  creates 
an  instantaneous  impression  in  his  behalf 
while  the  opposite  quality  excites  aa  quick 
s  prejudice  against  him.  It  it  areal  orna- 
gnent — the  most  beautiful  dress  a  man  or 
woman  can  wear — and  worth  more  aa  a 
means  of  winning  favor  than  than  tbe  fin¬ 
est  rSithet  and  jewels  ever  worn.  The 
gruffest  man  love*  to  be  appreciated ;  and

WALL  PAPER  AND  CARPETS- 


The  living  room  should  hsve  a  cheerfnl 
toned  paper,  lea*  delicate  than  the  parlor, 
but  by  no  mean*  gaudy  or  glaring.  Tb* 
dining  room  should  be  plain  but  rich.  Tb* 
bed  rooms,  of  course,  must  be  neat  and 
simple,  the  prevailing  color*  by  ao  means 
dark.  The  library  should  be  of  some  so¬ 
ber.  neutral  tint,  yet  warm  and  ehaery. 

Tbe  carpetings  to  these  several  room* 
should  correspond  in  stylo  to  tbs  papering. 
A  few  years  ago,  the  designer*  of  carpet 
figures  ran  mad  with  bogv  designs,  and 
glaring,  ill  aaaofted  colors ;  ia  crossing  a 
floor,  one  had  to  tramp  over  scroll*,  cornu 
copiaa,  and  huge  bouquets,  several  fact 
long.  Even  now,  there  are  vivid  colors 
snd  monstrous  figure*  enough,  but  we  ad 
vise  our  frteada  to  pass  these  by,  and  leave 
them  to  the  upholsterers  who  may  I*  hired 
to  embellish  flash  hotel  parlors  and  steam¬ 
boat  saloons.  Our  bum-s  mast  bu  embel¬ 
lished  with  neatness,  with  drsigna  subdued 
and  ohsatA  rather  than  flaring  gaudy  col 
ora  and  large  figure*.  Therefore  sound 
judgment  must  l»o  need  la  tbe  art  action  of 
bow  paper  and  carpets.  What  would  look 
look  wall  in  a  Urge  hall  or  room  would  bo 
out  of  plore  In  the  narrow  hall  of  nog 
parlor  of  a  cottage,  and  tie*  wrt*.

Nothing  ia  more  presumptu¬ 
ous  than  to  return  irom  a  ramble  in  a 
fneud't  garden  with  p  boquet  of  your  own 
selection,  unless  requested,  in  aa  unequivo¬ 
cal  manner,  ru  help  yonrsclf:  and  even 
than  it  requires  rare  discretion  to  make  a 
choice  satutaclory  to  all  parties.  Handle 
or  pinch  uotbiug  whatever;  even  a  touch 
injures  some  vegetation,  and  feeling  ot  a 
rose  and  other  buds  is  almost  sure  to  blast 
them.  Tbe  beauty  of  sceuted-leuved 
plants  ia  often  ruined  by  hiving  the  r  fol¬ 
iage  pinched  by  odor-loving  fiienda;  better 
pick  the  leal  off  cntiiely  for  a  vis¬ 
itor  than  for  u  half  s  dozen  to  be  mutila¬ 
ted  by  the  pressure  ot  fiugers,  which  are 
seldom  sstisflud  with  trying  only  one.’’

ICUOOL  SAYINGS  BANKS. 

An  accouut  is  given  in  Macmillan'*  Mag 
“line  (quoted  in  Beery  Saturday),  of  an 
economic  experiment  which  has  been  re¬ 
cently  tried  in  Ghent,  Belgium,  of  establish 
ing  saving*  banks  in  connection  with  the 
schools,  for  the  use  of  the  children.  By 
the  syafem  which  is  followed,  not  only  are 
the  children  early  taught  to  save,  bnt  are 
made  to  begin  the  practice,  and  are  ena¬ 
bled  to  accumulate  a  small  capital  before 
they  go  out  into  the  world.  This,  for 
children  of  a  class  who  are  obliged  to  go 
out  and  cam  their  living  when  quite  young, 
is  an  advantage  of  great  importance. 
Ghent  is  s  town  of  131.000  inhabitant*, 
largely  workers  in  factories.  It  contains  a 
free  university,  with  about  500  students, 
axd  some  very  efficient  primary  schools. 
“  Some  seven  year*  ago,”  says  Macmillan'* 
Magatin*,  “  it  occurred  to  M.  Laurent,  the 
Professor  of  Civil  Lsw  in  the  University, 
that  much  might  be  done  through  the 
agency  of  the  Primary  Schools  to  familiar¬ 
ize  the  people  while  young  with  habit*  of 
economy  and  forethought.  Accordingly 
h*  called  the  teachers  ot  the  Ghent  Pub¬ 
lic  Schools  together,  explained  to  them  hia 
plans,  and  baringiaspired  them  with  some 
of  his  own  enthusiasm  on  tbe  subject,  pro¬ 
ceeded,  with  tbetr  loll  saeranrea,  to 
visit  the  schools  one  by  one,  in  order  to 
give  simple  economic  lessons  to  the  chit 
dren.  He  went  from  class  to  class,  and 
from  scholar  to  scholar,  enforcing  and  illus¬ 
trating  tbe  advantages  of  laving,  and  show¬ 
ing  how  it  migbt  Ire  practiced.  A  plan 
was  devised  by  which  tbe  teacher  of  each 
class  undertook  to  receive  the  little  savings 
of  the  children  from  day  to  day,  even  a 
single  centime  at  a  time.  As  soon  as  the 
deposits  of  a  pupil  amount  to  one  franc  he 
receives  a  savings  bank  book,  and  a  deposit 
account  is  opened  in  his  name  with  the 
State  Savings  Bonk,  which  gives  interest 
at  tbe  rate  of  8  per  cent.  Each  school 
also  opens  with  the  savings  banka  it*  own 
separate  account,  in  whichfiall  the  smaller 
deposits  are  placed  from  day  to  day,  the 
pupil’s  deposits  being  transferred  under  an 
arrangement  with  the  bank  into  his  own 
name  as  often  as  it  amount*  to  a  franc. 
Simple  books  and  cards  of  account  are 
provided  by  the  administration  of  the  bank, 
and  the  children  receive  duplicates,  folded 
in  a  strong  cover,  to  be  earned  home  from 
time  to  time  for  the  information  of  tbeir 
parents;  hat  generally  to  bo  preserved  at  tbe 
school.  The  signature  of  a  parent  or  guar¬ 
dian  is  reqired  whenever  any  dcpoolt  is 
withdrawn. 

"  By  th<  se  simple  arrangements  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  making  little  savings  was 
brougnt  closely  within  reach  of  every 
child  in  the  Ghent  schools,  and  the  moral 
influence*  of  gentle  and  kindly  persuasion 
was  brought  to  bear  by  Prof.  Laurent  and 
the  teachers  with  singular  success.  The 
response  Baade  by  the  children  and  tbeir 
parents  to  bis  appeals  has  been  marked 
daring  the  last  six  years  by  an  emphasis 
and  a  steady  persistence  which  are  well  de¬ 
serving  of  attention.” 

Tlte  public  schools  of  tha  city  are  divi¬ 
ded  into  four  classes  —free  primary  schools, 
paying  schools,  infant  schools  and  adult 
schools.  They  claimed  in  1878  15,882 
pupil*  of  whom  18,083  were  depositors  of 
sums  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  433,- 
064  franca,  or  18,323  pounds  sterling,  an 
average  of  about  thirty-five  Lancs  each.

British  Burin  all,  9,562,828;  the  Ms  Iras 
Presidency,  81.000,000  ;  Bomba;  and  Bind, 
14,000  000.  And  the  Islands  of  Ceylon 
and  Hong-Kong,  the  Peninsula  of  Kow 
poon,  Singapore,  Wellesley,  Penang,  and 
Malacca  have  together  a  population  of 
9,887,987. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  founded,  supported,  and  managed 
by  Presbyterian*  reports  that  of  its  87 1 

CatieoU  last  year,  32  per  cent,  were  Pres- 
yteriano,  28  per  cent.  Roman  Catholics, 
15  per  cent.  Methodists  and  10  per  oenk 
Episcopalian*;  60  per  cent,  were  Ameri¬ 
can*,  41  percent,  natives  of  Great  Britain 
and  7  per  cent-  Germans.
